January was a momentous month for wheat producers 
the world over, Canadian farmers have delivered nearly 
four hundred million bushels of wheat, Argentina and 
Australia were commencing. the delivery of unusually 
large crops.

W.I. Constitution 
And Bylaws 


The following draft of a con- 
atitution and bylaws is so much 
to the purpose and so complete 
that it could easily be used 
satisfactorily by any organiz- 
ation requiring rules of order, 
ete. : 


CONSTITUTION 


1, This branch shall be known as 
Champion branch of Alberta Women’s 
Institutes. 

(a) It’s motto shall be “For Home 


and Country.” 

(b) The organization shall be 
strictly non-partisan and non- 
sectarian. 


2. It’s object shall be(a) for the im- 
provement of home and betterment of 
the community. 

(b) To promote educational, moral, 
social and civic measures, 

(c) To develop agriculture. 

8, Members must be reridente in the 
community and not under sixteen 
years of age. 

4, Officers shall consist of President, 
two Vice-Presidents, Secretary and 
Treasurer and three Directors who 
shall constitute the Advisory Board. 

6. Persons qualitied to vote for or to 
be elected as officers shall be only 
those members regularly enrolled who 
have paid their membership fee for 
ensuing year. 

6. All officers shall be elected by 
ballot after previous verbal nomi- 
nation, and a majority of ballots cast 
shall be necessary to a choice. 

7, (a) Regular meetings shall be 
held on the second Tuesday in the 
month at 2.30 p.m. 

(b) Special meetings may be called 
by the Advisory Board. The notice 
calling such shall specify the nature of 
the business to be transacted. 

(c) The annual meeting shall be 
held in December, 

8. This constitution may be amend- 
ed at any regular meeting by a two 
thirds vote of members present, pro- 
vided that notice of motion for the 
proposed amendment has been sub- 
mitted at a previous meeting. 


BYLAWS 


1, (a) President shall preside at all 
meetings of the organization, at all 
Advisury Board meetings and have 
general supervision of the work. She 
is ex-officio a member of ‘all ‘com- 
mittees, 

(b) In the absence of the president 
the first Vice-Pres, shall perform the 
duties of that office. She shall also 
assist the president in devising and 
executing plans of work. 

(c) In the absence of both Presi- 
dent and first Vice-Pres. the second 
Vice- Pres. shall preside. 

2. (a) The Secretary shall keep a 
list of membership, and notify all 
delinquent members. 

(b) She shall give due notice of the 
time and place of each meeting. 

(c) She shall conduct the cor- 
respondence of the organization. 

(d) She shall keep an accurate 
record of all proceedings, and the 


minutes of ail regular and special 
meetings. 
(e) She shall have charge of 


preserve and file all documents and 
papers relating to the business of the 
organization and prepare the annual 
report and present it at the annual 
meeting. 

(f) She shall receive all monies, 
keep an itemized account, and pay 
same to the Treasurer taking her 
receipt therefor, 

3, (a) The Treasurer shall bank all 
monies received and pay all the ac- 
counts by cheque on order of the 
organization. 

(b) She must be prepared to pre- 
sent a financial statement at any 
regular meeting and also render her 
report annually, 

(c) The bank account must be in 
the name of the Champion Women’s 
Institute. 

4, The standing committees shall be 
as follows : 


(1) Child 
Healith. 

(2) Education and Better Schools, 

(3) Legislation. 

(4) Household Economics, 

(5) Immigration. 

(6) Canadianization and Nationat 
Events, 

(7) Agriculture. 

(8) Canadian Industries. 

(9) Publicity. The chairman of 
which shall be appointed at the 
annual meeting. 


56. Two auditors shall be appointed 
at the regular meeting preceding the 
annnal meeting. 

6. A quorum shall consist of not less 
than seven" members at a regular or 
special meeting, and at an advisory 
board meeting not less than three. 

7, (a) There shall be an annual 
membership fee of one dollar, payable 
at the annual meeting. 

(b) Members failing to pay dues 
before first day of June shall be 
notified by the secretary, and those 
not paying before the first day of 
October will forfeit all righte to

Down through the ages man has striven for power, and yet more 
power. From the biblical story of creation we learn that man was given 
power and dominion over the beasts of the field, and thus early in his career 
Bet out to establish his power over all the forces of nature, From that time 
Gown to the present with ever increasing eagerness and energy man has 
Bought for power. 


It is recorded of Alexander the Great that, having conquered the then 
known world, he sighed for more worlds to conquer. Egypt under the 
Pharoahs, Rome under the Caesars, Carthage, Greece, all the great empires | 


of the past strove for power, and, having attained it, were ultimately 
Gestroyed by it. The same was true of Napoleon, and in the lifetime of 
the present generation it has again been proven in the case of the ex- 
Kaiser Wilhelm 

By was of contrast the history of Britain during the last one thousand 
years may be noted. The British Empire is today the most powerful 
political entity in the world. It has gone on from strength to strength and 
increased ic power, not through the autocratic use of its power, but, by a 
paradcx, in continually and voluntarily relinquishing powers which it en- 
joyed to saberdinate peoples snd colonies, raising their status, conferring 
hew powers on them, and accepting them on terms of equality with itself. 
The most dangerous period in Britain's history was when it did not pursue 
Buch a course and sought to impose its will upon the thirteen American 
colonies, At that ‘ime instead of gaining or retaining power, it lost it. 
That lesson hus never been forgotten by British statesmen. 

Power wielded wisely will increase, but exercised unwisely and auto- 
cratically it will destroy itself This is just as true in the case of indi- 
viduals, corporations and ussociations as it is in the case of rulers, govern-

it is because 1rronopolies have and do make use of their power unfairly :na 
Beifishly that there has developed such a large body of public opinion favor- 
able to the principle of puvlic ownership and operation of all services which 
in their very nature must be monopolistic, as, 
phones, electric pcwer systems 

In the early days of Western Canada the C.P.R. enjoyed a monopoly 
in transportation. lt was rather autocratic; perhaps in those days it had to 
be, but its management was wise and far-seeing, and, in later years, using 
its great power for the good of the country, it has grown still more power- 
powerful and successful, and. al 
goodwill of the seuple. 

The organized grain trade of Canada wielded great power, but, nor 
being so amenable to public opinion, it has lost much of its power. It is 
still inclined to be selfish and in that fact lies its danger, because it cannot 
be denied that it is losing instead of gaining in public favor, with the in- 
evilable result that year by year it is being hedged about with greater re- 
strictions and a larger measure of public control. 

The same danger confronts the great banking institutions of the coun- 
try, and the people are becoming increasingly restive under the steady 
absorption of small banks by the larger ones. The banks may, for the 
time being, become more powerful, but there is always a greater power, 
the people themselves, and the banks may succeed in becoming so consoli- 
dated and powerful, that it will become all the simpler for the people to 
step in and take their powers to the nation itself. 

In this electrical age, water powers, coal resources, and electrical dis- 
tribution systems are the very life-blood of industry. Upon them is depend- 
ent most of the conveniences of modern life. Control of electrical develop- 
ment means great power, both directly and indirectly, Financial magnates 
and captains of industry are fully alive to this fact, and there is keen com- 
petition throughout the world, and especially on this continent, to obtain 
such control. It means power in a double sense. It is the live question in 
the Dominion Parliament, the Manitoba Legislature, the Alberta Legisla- 
ture now in session, as it was the outstanding question before the Sas- 
kaichewan Legislature recently prorogued. It is the biggest issue in Ontario 
and Quebec, and the outstanding problem at present affecting the relations 
of Canada and the United States. 

In Ontano the controlling factor are the people themselves through 
their Provincially-owned system. The Saskatchewan Government has 
adopted the same policy. But unfortunately the situation is not so satisfac- 
tory in Manitob> and Alberta, And now come reports that United States 
interests are seeking to secure control of Canadian companies operating in 
the west, which would have the effect of bringing this country within the 
tentacles of the big American Power Trust. 

In the first place, and most important, governments and people of 
western Canada should be alert to prevent any such absorption, and, in the 
second place, the big power interests should fully realize that, if they over- 
step the mark, the people will take the matter into their own hands and 
tuke beack to themselves in the name of their governments, the resources 
and power to be developed and managed in their own interests. 

Finally, a word of warning to corporations and associations generally, 
It is possible through large memberships and the accumulation of great 
assets to become powerful. Such power, as already stated, wisely employea, 
is a good thing and will bring greater power and influence. But here, too, | 
are found elements of danger. There may arise a demand by some to use 
this power for other purposes and in other ways than was originally intena- 
ed to attempt to exercise that power in other fields. To do so is to invite | 
disaster, because, as all history proves, the masses of the people will not | 
acquiesce, but, in such exercise of power, the power itself will be lost, |

Explanations and Comments 


The Christian Church Is a Grow- 
ing Church, Mark 4.26-32.—And 
Jesus said, “So is the Kingdom of 
God,” that is, what you see to be 
God's method of working in Nature 
is also His method of working in the 
spiritual realm. The parables of 
Jesus show us that the term “the 
Kingdom of God” has to do with 
man’s spiritual nature and possibili- 
ties, his inner life; it is the reign of 
God in the hearts of men. The King- 
dom of God is as if a man should 
cast seed upon the earth—as Jesus 
and the apostles and His later follow- 
ers have implanted the word of God 
in the hearts of men. After having 
sown the seed, the planter sleeps by 
night and rises by day; that is, he 
leads his customary life and leaves 
the result of the sowing with God.

BRITISH PLAN TO 
BRING SETTLERS 
TO PEACE RIVER 


Toronto.—The Toronto Star pub- 
Mshes the following special dispatch 
from Ottawa: 

A statement published in the Lon- 
Gon Daily News to the effect that 
the British Government is training 
miners to cultivate a seventy rnil- 
Mon acre tract in the Peace River 
country lifts the veil from one ot 
the most ambitious colonization and 
development programs yet visualized 
for Canada, — 

Officially the Canadian government 
has no direct responsibility for the 
echeme. For the past three yeurs 
or more financial interests of inter- 
national prominence have been deual- 
ing with details of a project which 
embodies not only agricultural de- 
velopment of more than 70,000,900 
acres in northern Alberta and the 
northwest territory immediately to 
the north of the Peace River, but 
takes into account exploitation of 
natural resources, oil, minerals, tim- 
ber, water and power, etc., on a scale 
unprecedented. 

It was known that the general 
colonization plan had been placed 
before the governments of several 
countries, but the declaration that 
the British Government has actual- 
ly started prospective settlers upon 
a@ course to prepare them for com- 
ing to the area ,suggests that the 
general proposition has advanced 
further than was believed. Britain 
and Scandinavia are the sources 
from which it is hoped to derive the 
major settlement. 

The general plan includes rail- 
ways, highways and the extension of 
Alberta boundaries to bring in the 
territory for some 100 miles north 
of Peace River.

New York.—The New York Times, 
The St. Louis Post-Dispatch and 
their associated newspapers have re- 
ceived a delayed dispatch from their 
correspondent with the Byrd Antarec- 
tic expedition telling of a new ex- 
ploration flight begun by Commander 
Byrd over King Edward VII.

Smali Supply Handicaps Toronto 

Doctors In Cancer Treatments 

Toronto.—Effectual treatment of 
cancer in Toronto, other than by 
surgery, is materially retarded by 
the small supply of radium available, 
declared Dr. Herbert A. Bruce, pro- 
fessor of clinical surgery, University 
of Toronto, in the course of a paper 
delivered before members of the 
Academy of Medicine. 

Toronto's whole supply of radium, 
the speaker said, consisted of the 
small amount of one-half gram. or 
about $25,000 worth. The least 
amount necessary to successfully 
carry on a battle against the dis- 
ease would be two grams, he added 

He suggested collecting a $500,006 
fund which could be used for the 
purchase of nine grams, an amount 
sufficient to enable local surgeons to 
effect many more cures in cancer 
than is now possible.

Feeding Hens 
For Egg Production 


We think of feed primarily in the 
production of eggs, and sometimes 
forgetting, that the eggs 
composed of 65 per cent water, A 
liberal intake of water will increase 
egg production by stimulating feed 
consumption and giving the necessary 
for egg formation. Warm water is 
one of the primary essentials of 
winter egg production, When the 
flock goes off feed in a cold spell, egg 
production drops considerable, this is 
caused by the water being to cold or
